LITTLE ROCK (AP) - The 


Arkansas public education fi- 
nancing system, challenged in 
a federal district court suit 
filed Monday, involves more 
than $200 million annually for 
454,000 children. 


If the suit follows the pattern 


of similar actions in other 
states, the issue will be whether 
there is a compelling state in- 
terest to Justify wide variations 
in per pupil expenditures. 


According to a Legislative 


Council report, the outer ex- 
tremes in per pupil expenditure 
in Arkansas are $295 in the 
Gosnell District and $1,090 in 
the Carthage District. 


An isolated instance of such 
extremes might not persuade 
the court to order Arkansas to 
find a more equitable financing 
system, but others might, and 
others exist. 


Last Friday, at a meeting of 


the council's Education Com- 
mittee, Forrest Rozzell, execu- 
tive secretary of the Arkansas 
Education Association, said he 
had concluded that Arkansas' 
system would fail to satisfy the 
courts if challenged. 


The suit was filed by Bobby 


K. Hayes of Calico Rock, a vola- 
tile little fellow who was a 1968 
candidate for the U. S. Senate. 


Like successful suits in Min- 


nesota, California and Texas, 
Hayes' suit contends that the 
Arkansas school finance system 
denies poor schwl districts 
equal protection under law. 


Such protection is guaranteed 


to everyone by the 14th Amend- 
ment to the U.S. Constitution. 


Arkansas schools are financed 


chiefly from two sources: (1) 
the state government level 
which disburses aid through the 
Minimum Foundation Program; 
(2) the local school district gov- 


ernment level, which collects 
funds through the ad valorem 
or property tax. 


In the current school year, 


the MFP funding is expected to 
total $100,318,739. Property tax 
revenue is expected to total 
$104,764,522. 


Amendment 40 to the Arkan- 


sas Constitution, adopted in 
1948, authorized each school dis- 
trict, with voter approval, to 
levy a rate of tax to support 
the schools. 


Today, the rates vary from 18 


mills in the Fourche Valley Dis- 
trict in Yell County to 66 mills 
in the East Side District in 
Conway County. 


Hayes' suit compared the Ca- 


lico Rock District with the adja- 
cent Mountain Home District as 
an example of the denial of 
equal protection. It said the 
1970-71 property tax collections 
amounted to $142 per pupil in 
the Calico Rock District where 
the tax was 52 mills and the 
same tax for the same year in 
the Mountain Home District 
amounted to $157 per pupil at a 
rate six mills lower. 


At root the problem results 


from differences in the value of 
property in each district. 


In Fourche Valley, for exam- 


ple, the 18-mill tax produces 
$132 per pupil, but in East Side, 
where the tax is almost four 
times as high, the revenue 
amounts to only $5 per pupil 
more. 


The result of these and simi- 


lar variables is a wide dispari- 
ty in the amounts the property 
tax produces from one school 
district to another. The state 
distributes MFP aid under a 
formular designed to partially 
offset the imbalance in the 
value of property in the dis- 
tricts, but it does not complete- 
ly succeed. 


A legislative Council report 


shows that one Arkansas dis- 
trict has a per pupil expendi- 
ture of local and state aid com- 
bined of less than $300, 39 have 
from $300 to $400, 181 have from 
$440 to $500, 109 have $500-§MO, 
24 have $600-$700, five have $700- 
$800, six have $800*900, one has 
$900-$1,000 and three have more 
than $1,000 per pupil. 


The state average, the coun- 


cil said, was $236 in property 
tax money and $244 in state aid 
per pupil for a total average 
expenditure of $480 in 1970. 


A prize example of how the 


value of local property affects 
the amount of revenue available 
per pupil: Belleville has a rate 
of 30 mills producing $70 per 
pupil, but Garden Bottom, also 
at 30 mills, gets $318 per pupil. 
Both are in Yell County. 


State aid under the MFP pro- 


gram raised the total per pupil 
expenditure in the Belleville 
District to $358. Garden Bottom's 
figure was raised to $705. 


Some districts are so wealthy 


that they could do well without 
any state aid. The Magnet Cove 
District in Hot Spring County, 
with a tax rate of 34 mills, pro- 
duces $923 per pupil from the 
property levy. 


Others are so poor that only 


state aid keeps them afloat. The 
Deer District in Newton County, 
despite a tax rate of 60 mills, 
produced on $61 per pupil lo- 
cally in 1970. State aid raised 
the total expenditure to $408 per 
pupil. 


In ruling that property tax- 


based systems in three states 
were unconstitutional, courts 
said that the number of dollars 
per pupil spent in the school 
districts could not be a function 
of wealth unless it was based 
on the wealth of the state as a 
whole.

A burst of public interest in 


genetics has followed the an- 
nouncement of recent dra- 
matic advances in this rela- 
tively young science. 


Amniocentesis has made it 


possible to predict with cer- 
tainty months before birth 
that an expected baby will be 
born with or without certain 
genetic diseases. 


As a result, genetic coun- 


seling, a form of applied hu- 
man genetics, can now give 
parents hard facts in cases 
where before it was possible 
to give only odds. 


But one problem is deliv- 


ery: How do you make ge- 
netic counseling available to 
the people who need it? 


Genetic counseling clinics 


are part of the answer. With 
support from the March of 
Dimes we have established a 
clinic here at the University 
of California Medical Center 
in San Francisco. 


This genetics clinic is 


unique because it is the only 
one in the country—as far as 
I know—that travels far into 
outlying areas to carry ge- 
netic counseling to the people. 


Our routes take us over the 


Golden Gate Bridge and 
north to Marin County, 
across the Oakland Bay 
Bridge 60 miles west into the 
San Joaquin Valley, and 
more than 200 miles south to 
Santa Barbara and San Luis 
Ofaispo.

Computing Odds 


People from all economic 


levels, from the wealthy to the 
poor, come to the clinic. Some- 
times they have heard about 
it from a friend or read about 
it in newspapers, but usually 
they are referred to us by 


their doctor or a public health 
nurse. 


For many couples who have 


a history of a genetic disease 
in their family, any preg- 
nancy they undergo will run 
a certain risk of producing a 
child with that disease and 
we can compute the odds. If 
we find someone who is a car- 
rier of a chromosome defect 
that can be transmitted" to 
their offspring — a relatively 
rare occurrence—then we do a 
chromosome analysis on ev- 
eryone in the family. Then all 
who are carriers will be aware 
of it. 


The majority of couples we 


see have had a child with a 
defect and their fears have 
raised questions: What are 
our chances of having another 
child with this same disease? 
If we have normal children, 
what will be their chances of 
having children with this 
disease? 


Fetal Cell Study 


For the woman who has 


had a child with a serious 
genetic defect —one form of 


mongolism, for example—and 
finds herself pregnant again, 
the anxiety can be over- 
whelming. Many couples in 
this position don't believe 
themselves able to cope with 
another child with the same 
defect. It is for them that 
amniocentesis has particular 
value. 


Between the 12th and 16th 


week of pregnancy, fetal cells 
can be withdrawn in the am- 
niotic fluid surrounding the 
fetus. A study of these cells 
can determine whether there 
are chromosome abnormali- 
ties and some of the enzyme 
deficiencies that will produce 
malformed or mentally re- 
tarded children. When these 
diseases are diagnosed, the 
parents will need to decide 
whether to have such a child. 
When the tests indicate a nor- 
mal fetus, the relief and joy of 
the parents promotes a 
healthy attitude for the dura- 
tion of the pregnancy. 


In nearly all cases, the peo- 


ple we see are happy to get a 
straight story—good or bad. 
It takes some of the specula- 
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tion out of the very hard deci- 
sions they have to make. 


Research Effort 


When we are not seeing 


people in our clinic we are 
continuing our research, sup- 
ported by the March of 
Dimes, the federal govern^ 
ment and some private agert-J 
cies. We are looking for th»* 
basic chemical differences be^ 
tween normal and chromo-* 
somally abnormal cells.- 
Understanding how the me- 
tabolism of a defective cell', 
differs from a normal cell, 
should help us understand! 
how chromosome errors causa 
birth defects. 


We are also investigating 


the very early development^ 
of the embryo after fertiliza?; 
tion, and the development of 
sperms and eggs before fertil- 
ization—anything that could 
go wrong and lead to an aber- 
ration of birth. 


The number of diseased 


that can be detected before 
birth will grow in the future. 
Better ways will be developed 
for screening for carriers, esr; 
pecially for those genetic dis- 
eases that are concentrated; 
in specific population groups, 
such as sickle cell anemia in, 
the blacks and Tay-Sachs dis-^ 
ease in those of Jewish' 
ancestry.

As the medical community' 


becomes more aware of which. 
diseases have a genetic basis,' 
much of the kind of counsel-3 
ing we do in our clinic will be' 
done by the physician at the! 
local level. In the meantime,2 
clinics like ours will fill part1 
of the gap.

The Stanford Indians changed 


their symbol before the 1970 
football season after a campus 
group that included Indians 
complained about the old char- 
acter, a little round-nosed fel- 
low with a slight pot-belly. The 
new figure is a handsome chief 
in profile, complete with head- 
dress. 


Obviously, Nebraska-Omaha, 


Florida State, Marquette and 
Stanford are nothing more than

ST. Louis University had just 


squeaked past Bradley 64-59 in 
overtime, and Billikens' Coach 
Bob Polk stood at mid-court 
holding a sterling silver tray 
with a huge "300" engraved in 
the center. 


The award was presented 


Tuesday night by Ray Gerrit- 
zen, president of the Billiken 
Tipoff Club, and symbolized 
Polk's 300th career victory—a 
rare achievement for a college 
basketball coach. 


The 55-year-old Polk, a native 


of Tell City, Ind., reached the 
coveted 300 figure in his 20th 
season of coaching. His first 13 
years 
were at 
Vanderbilt, 


where he compiled a 197-106 
record. Then, he worked four 
years at Trinity, Tex., winning 
69 games and losing only 28,

Wynn, a burly right-hander,

AWOL Gl May 
Have Fled 
Country

CHICAGO (AP) - 
Ronald 


Kaufman, an AWOL Army pri- 
vate who authorities say may 
have fled the country, has been 
indicted on 16 counts connected 
with the placing of bombs in 
three Chicago banks. 


The 
indictment

Tuesday by a federal grand 
jury charged that on or about 
July 16, 1971, Kaufman carried 
explosive 
devices 
into 
the 


banks and put them in safety 
deposit boxes. 


It also charged that Kaufman 


used the U.S. mails to send let- 
ters to news media representa- 
tives detailing what the devices 
were and where they could be 
found. The letters were mailed 
on Jan. 5 and 6. 


The FBI has said fingerprints 


on the letters showed that 
Kaufman had handled them. 


U.S. Atty. James R. Thomp- 


son, who announced the in- 
dictment in Chicago, said the 
FBI has completed investiga- 
tions into similar bombs found 
at three banks in New York 
and three in San Francisco. No 
indictments have been returned 
in these cases. 


The Chicago indictment listed 


four aliases for Kaufman- 
Christopher 
Charles 
Mohr,

Curtis 
Mohr, 


James Edward Jensen and 
Charles E. Owens. 


The FBI said Kaufman, 33, 


enlisted in the Army last Aug. 
10 under the Jensen name. He 
was scheduled to be shipped 
overseas with his unit Jan. 9 
but never showed up. 


A warrant is out for his ar- 


rest. 


Conviction on all 16 counts 


could result in sentences total- 
ing 130 years in prison. 


AP-Guild Sign 
2-Year Pact 


NEW YORK (AP) — The As- 


sociated Press and the Wire 
Service Guild agreed Tuesday 
night on a two-year contract 
that will bring the top min- 
imum for newsmen and photog- 
raphers to $300 on Oct. 21, 1973. 


The agreement was for the 


same amount of money as in 
The Asttciated Press' wage 
packaged presented Dec. 31 
and subsequently rejected by 
the Guild membership. 


The revised agreement takes 


top newsmen to $300 in the life 
of the contract by spreading 
the offer over three steps and 
achieving the higher minimum 
in October of 1973. 


The new proposal, like the 


one submitted Jan. 31, main- 
tains merit for the top news 
category for all employes mak- 
ing $260 weekly or above. 


The result of the revised 


agreement was to give employ- 
es a higher base pay to begin 
late in the contract and a high- 
er base from which 1974 con- 
tract negotiations would begin. 


The last AP offer was to in- 


ereast top newsmen from $252 
to $270 weekly in the first year 
of the proposal and going to 
$288 in the second. By lowering 
the start of the second year to 
$285, the negotiating com- 
mittees agreed on reaching a 
higher top minimum spreading 
the same number of dollars. 


Other classifications were 


given a similar "spread-out" of 
the company's Dec. 31 offer. 


The Guild promised a rapid 


ratification vote with full sup- 
port of the negotiating com- 
mittee.

WASHINGTON (AP) - Con- 


gress is ready to send Presi- 
dent Nixon A federal-election- 
spending-reform bill designed 
to seal 
reporting loopholes, 


curb campaign costs and re- 
flect modern political realities. 


It represents the most com- 


prehensive change of cam- 
paign-practices law in a half- 
century. There is a lingering 
controversy over its restrictions 
involving media advertising 
rates and radio-TV spending 
limits. 


As the House was getting set 


to finish congressional action 
today on the Senate-approved 
compromise, backers acknowl- 
edged it may lack perfection. 


But, 
said 
reform-leading 


Reps. Morris K. Udall, D-Ariz., 
and John B. Anderson, R-fll., 
"we recognize it is a vast im- 
provement over the loophole- 
ridden Corrupt Practices Act of 
1925 which it replaces. 


"This new act places realistic 


and enforceable limits on cam- 
paign spending .... 


"Secondly, this new act es- 


tablishes full and timely dis- 
closure 
requirements 
which 


provide to the American people 
the right to know who finances 
the campaigns of the candi- 
dates 
they 
must 
choose 


Spending 
Ready 
among." 


Under the bill's formula, a 


presidential candidate's radio- 
TV ad budget would be restrict- 
ed to $8.4 million this fall. This 
would 
involve 
an all-media 


spending ceiling of 10 cents per 
potential voter, with no more 
than 6 cents of each dime going 
for broadcast ads. 


Each primary, general, spe- 


cial or runoff election would 
have a separate expenditure 
limit. Presidential primaries 
would have state-by-state limits 
on a candidate's spending, com- 
puted on the state's voting-age 
population. If signed by Nixon, 
the legislation would be effec- 
tive in 60 days—thus missing 
such early primaries as New 
Hampshire and Florida.

Rhodesia Arrests Spur Foes

LONDON (AP) — The Rhode- 


sian government's arrest of a 
former prime minister and his 
daughter has spurred opponents 
of the pending agreement rec- 
ognizing Rhodesian independ- 
ence. 


Labor party leader Harold 


Wilson said the detention Tues- 
day of Garfield Todd and his 
daughter Judith called 
into 


question the whole basis of con- 
ditions under which a British 
commission is canvassing the 
reaction of black and white 
Rhodesians to the agreement 
which the British government 
and Rhodesia's white minority 
regime reached last November. 


Wilson said his party wants 


to be satisfied that the commis- 
sion headed by Lord Pearce 
can carry out its work proper- 
ly. He demanded a statement 
in Parliament today from the 
Conservative government of 
Prime Minister Edward Heath. 


Todd, 63, was prime minister 


of what was then the British 
colony of Southern Rhodesia in 
the late 1960s. He and his 28- 
year-old daughter are active 
opponents of Rhodesian Prime 
Minister Ian Smith's white su- 
premacist policies and have 
spoken frequently abroad on 
behalf of the black nationalists. 
The Smith government restrict- 
ed Todd to his farm near Sa- 
lisbury for a year in 196M6. 


Smith's government gave no 


explanation for the detention 
orders served Tuesday on the 
pair. But Todd was the main 
speaker at a meeting last week 
sponsored by the African Na- 
tional Council, a new black na- 
tionalist group which opposes 
the 
British-Rhodesian agree- 


ment and which the Rhodesian 
government says is responsible 
for black rioting that has raged 
all week in African sections of 
Gwelo, an industrial center 200 
miles southwest of Salisbury. 


Wilson, Heath and their top 


aides met Tuesday night to dis- 
cuss the Rhodesian action. 


The agreement between the 


British and Rhodesian govern- 
ments provided that normal po- 
litical 
activity 
was to 
be 


allowed in Rhodesia while the 
Pearce Commission determined 
public reaction to the agree- 
ment. 


Arthur Bottomley, the Labo- 


rite Commonwealth secretary 
when Smith declared Rhodesia 
independent in November 1965, 
demanded 
that 
the Pearce 


Commission be pulled out. 


"This is the only way things 


can be brought to a head," he 
declared. 
"The 
commission 


cannot do its work under those 
circumstances ... nothing can 
be done to get the Rhodesia 
matter settled short of Britain 
assuming full responsibility and 
taking the country over."

Skin Sags 
with Age 


By Lawrence Lamb, M.D. 
Dear Dr. Lamb — Why do 


some women have sagging 
muscles and wrinkles around 
their neck and upper under- 
arms? I've noticed a big age 
difference in many younger 
(40- to 50-year-old) w o m e n 
having wrinkles compared to 
those 50 to 60 years of age. 
Why? 


I'm 
worried 
about my 


future. What can one do to 
avoid or lessen the wrinkles? 
Does doing strenuous house- 
work keep arms firm? Ex- 
ercise? 


Dear Reader — The most 


important factor is the skin 
itself. The skin loses its 
normal elasticity and, in a 
sense, is overstretched. Un- 
fortunately the loss of elas- 
ticity is often a familial 
characteristic. If your moth- 
er tended to have this prob- 
lem you are definitely more 
likely to have it, too. 


Mistreating the skin is also 


a big factor. Too much sun 
and wind actually damages 
the skin and speeds up its 
loss of elasticity. That sum- 
mer tan can also age the 
skin. Obesity stretches the 
skin and if weight is sub- 
sequently lost, the previous 
normal contraction of the 
skin may not return. 


Exercising i s n ' t really 


much good for this problem. 
It helps a little but the 
amount of increase in muscle 
size you would need to fill an 
overstretched skin is beyond 
any reasonable expectation 
from an exercise program. 
There are some muscles un- 
der the skin in the neck that 
help if their tone is main- 
tained but usually exercise 
does little for these either 
Your family might appreci- 
ate all that strenuous house- 
work, but it won't help or 
harm your skin. 


Because there is no satis- 


factory way to eliminate the 
sagging skin around the neck 
some women and some men 
have cosmetic surgery done 
to remove the excess folds 
A common method is to pull 
up the skin around the neck 
and then remove the excess 
skin from an incision over 
the back ot the neck A small 
scar may remain after the
